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ABSTRACT 



This Kids Count report details statewide trends in the 
well-being of North Dakota's children. The statistical portrait is based on 
indicators of children's well-being in seven areas: (1) population; (2) 

family composition; (3) economic condition; (4) child safety; (5) child 
health; (6) education; and (7) teens at risk. The report begins with an 
overview of the organization, criteria for data selection, changes in data 
presentation, data limitations, description of the categories and indicators 
of child well-being, and regional maps. The report's second section presents 
statewide data, including multi-year trend data, as available. The third 
section presents regional data for eight geographical regions of the state, 
including multi-year trend data as available, and comparative data between 
the region and the state. The fourth section, and bulk of the report, 
presents profiles for each of the state's 53 counties, including multi-year 
trend data as available, and comparative data between the county and the 
state. Important findings include an increase in children living in foster 
care, children eligible for food programs, low birth weights, special 
education enrollments, ACT scores, licensed child care providers, juvenile 
court referrals, and teen birth rate. There was a decrease in the number of 
children in families receiving federal aid, and in infant mortality and child 
death rates. The report's two appendices address definitions used in 
completing the report and state goals by well-being indicators. (SD)

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KIDS COUNT is a project of the Annie E. Casey Foundation, which seeks to track 
the status of children across the United States and within individual states. The 
national KIDS COUNT program publishes an annual KIDS COUNT Data Book. 
ranking state performance on ten indicators of educational, social, economic, and 
physical well-being of children. State KIDS COUNT programs publish yearly reports 
detailin': child well-being in local communities where children live. Both national 
and state KIDS COUNT programs strive to document conditions affecting children in 
the areas where they live so that national, state, and local decision-making can more 
effectively address their needs. 

The North Dakota KIDS COUNT! project is one of fifty state projects sponsored by 
the Annie E. Casey Foundation. It is housed in the University of North Dakota 
Department of Social Work, and is a collaboration of partners sharing responsibility 
for data collection, education, and public awareness activities. The 1997 North 
Dakota KIDS COUNT! Fact Book is the fourth Fact Book published by the North 
Dakota KIDS COUNT! project. As with previous Fact Books, this year's edition has 
been designed to measure child well-being through seven categories of indicators 
reflecting critical issues for children from prenatal through adolescent stages of 
development. This year's Fact Book maintains the same basic format as previous 
books, but adds a new dimension in reporting eleven trend indicators over a three- 
year period. The opportunity to provide multiple years of child well-being informa- 
tion has been made possible through the collection of uniform data over the past four 
years. New trend data will be added to the Fact Book each year, giving readers 
greater perspective about how children are doing in respective areas over time. This 
knowledge can give earlier warning about potential areas of concern, and help to 
pinpoint where intervention is most needed. 

North Dakota KIDS COUNT! has recently completed its fourth year as a state KIDS 
COUNT project, and has been awarded continued funding by the Casey Foundation 
through the year 2000. North Dakota KIDS COUNT! project advisors and partners 
are working to expand partnerships with other statewide organizations dedicated to 
securing brighter futures for all North Dakota children. Through collaboration with 
entities sharing concern for the well-being of our children, it is hoped that many of the 
challenges which threaten the successful development of children can be addressed 
before they become barriers on the journey to adulthood. 
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The 1997 North Dakota KIDS 
COUNT! Faa Book lias been designed 
to present child well-being data in a 
variety of formats to facilitate better 
understanding of issues affecting North 
Dakota children in the areas where 
they live. The Fact Book is di\ided 
into four sections: 1 ) A stale and 
national perspective is provided in the 
"Overview" section, where "at-a- 
glance" data summaries, narratives, 
and charts are provided for each topic 
of child well-being reported through- 
out data pages, with "Putting It in 
Perspective" sections offering a broader 
national context for North Dakota 
data: 2) Data pages contain back- 
ground indicators for seven child well- 
being categories, including Population. 
Family Composition. Economic 
Condition. Child Health. Education. 
Child Safety, and Teens At Risk. The 
North Dakota state data pages report 
data for all North Dakota children, 
while regional and count)' pages refer 
to the children living in these respec- 
tive geographical areas. Multi-year 
trend data are presented at the bottom 
of data pages. While background 
indicators feature the most recent 
available data, trend data furnish three 
years of data for selected indicators: 3) 
"Definitions and Data Sources" supply 
complete explanations of how each 
indicator has been defined, along with 
information sources. This section 
combines definitions previously located 
in the "Overview" section with *, ( 
footnote information formerly located 
at the bottom of data pages: 4) Finally, 
the "Summary" section suggests how 
readers might use KIDS COUNT! 
data to benefit children. Data 
contained in the 1997 North Dakota 
KIDS COUNT! Fact Book include 
Native American children living ofT 
reservations in designated geographi- 
cal areas. Native American children 
living on reservations are included in 
Head Start data. Census data. Vital 
Statistics, child care, and education 
data. All data referenced in this 
publicatic.p " ere collected by North 
Dakota KIDS COUNT! unless 
otherwise indicated. Cited data 
contributors are the final authority tor 
all indicators. 
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For the most pan. data have been selected which best portray outcomes related to 
child well-being, rather titan programmatic data reflecting only those children in a 
particular service population. Programmatic data have been used when they are the 
best or only available measure of children affected by a particular condition, such as 
children who are in respective special education categories. In these instances, caution 
must be exercised in assessing the actual number of children whose lives may be 
touched by a given situation, due to variations in the application of referral criteria 
Overall, indicators have been chosen on the basis of their availability by county : the 
validity of data sources: the ability to convey a broad array of child outcomes: the 
extent to which they provide for common interpretation: the possibility of their being 
available over time: and their usefulness as a tool to track long-term trends in child 
outcomes. 



While the general format of the 1997 North Dakota KIDS COUNT! Fact Book is 
similar to previous Fact Books, there are some calculation changes worth noting. 
Wherever possible, background and trend indicator percentages have been calculated to 
more clearly reflect the proportion of children affected by given circumstances accord- 
ing to geographical area This approach enables more uniform interpretation of data. 
Where it is not possible for indicators to represent the percentage of children affected, 
percentage columns have been designated N/A. Readers are urged to refer to the 
"Definitions and Data Sources" section of the Fact Book for a complete explanation of 
rl:it:i collection methodology for each indicator. Note that the methodology for report- 
ing "Child Abuse and Neglect" has changed, and is reflected in new indicator labels. 
The 'AFDC &. Medicaid" indicator now includes only children under age 21 who are 
receiving an AFDC grant and Medicaid. The "Medicaid" indicator now represents 
children receiving Medicaid only. 




Perhaps tire most significant limitation encountered in striving to report indicators by 
county is the fact that some data are simply not available by county. For example, 
neither immunization statistics nor the number of uninsured children is available for 
counties. An additional challenge is the fact that Census data, although seven years 
old. are the most reliable data source for some North Dakota demographic data. More 
updated data sources for demographic information are typically based on averages 
which can be more difficult to interpret for counties with very small populations. 

There are also data sources, such as the yearly Youth Risk Behavior Survey, that 
cannot be reported by county' because survey results were weighted to represent only 
those students who actually completed the survey, rather than all students by location. 
Tire importance of county-level child well-being data cannot be overstated in order for 
local decision-makers to identify and act on key areas of concern for their children. 
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More than any time in recent history, states 
are being given the power to set policies that 
determine the resources available to parents 
and communities in meeting the needs of 
their children. Ironically, devolution of 
decision making to stales has been 
accompanied by a dramatic shift in the 
value system reflected in policies affecting 
children. The goal of protecting children 
from the most damaging effects of unmet 
economic needs has been replaced w ith the 
new priority of getting their parents into the 
work force. The goal of providing health 
insurance for all children has been plxed in 
the hands of even' state through the State 
Childrens Health Insurance Program 
(CHIP). Some stales have designed CHIP 
programs ensuring the maximum number of 
low-income children comprehensive health 
cov erage. Other states have greatly 
restricted the number of children who can 
qualify’ for coverage. Still others have not 
yet submitted a CHIP proposal. After three 
decades of recognition thar juvenile 
offenders are children and deserve the 
chance to be rehabilitated, federal and state 
laws are being rewritten to mandate their 
adjudication as adults. Many states have 
allowed children to be incareerated with 
hardened adult criminals. Some states have 
allocated funding for comprehensive state* 
initiated programs to ensure that young 
children s needs for early education can be 
met while others have not. These are just a 
few examples of how changing values arc 
influencing the decisions made on behalf of 
children. While no one would araue that 
policy changes in some areas are unwar- 
ranted. a bigger concern is the changes they 
signal in how wc value and care for the 
children affected by them. We know that 
children must successfully traverse critical 
milestones in a variety of developmental 
areas in order lo successftillv reach 
adulthood. Wc also know that it is the 
adults in every community and state who 
share responsibility for the outcomes 
experienced hv each and every child. When 
children fail, there is a tendency to abdicate 
our responsibility and blame government, 
educators, and parents for our collective 
failures. Will) the trend to place children's 
poliev-muking decisions in the hands ol 
siate government, the w ell-being of children 
will increasingly become a measure ol the 
value plxed on children in exh state. 
Parents, citizens, and stale government all 
share the opportunity to make the well-being 
of children the highest priority. For children, 
the stakes have never been higher.

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North Dakota's population grew slightly from the previous year, and in total 
gained just under one percent between 1990 and 1996, expanding from 
638,800 to 643.539 residents. However, the population gains were concen- 
trated almost exclusively in the major urban centers of the state. For ex- 
ample. of the 365 incorporated places in North Dakota, only forty-one gained 
population since 1990. The concentration of growth in the largest cities of the 
state is best illustrated by the fact that eight y percent of the ten most populated 
cities in North Dakota grew, while less than one in four of the state's largest 
one hundred cities grew. In contrast, only one of the smallest one hundred 
cities in the state gained population between 1990 and 1996. 



The age distribution of residents in North Dakota is also shifting dramatically. 
The proportion of youth in the state continues to shrink, while the number of 
senior citizens continues to grow. For the first time in the state's history, the 
number of children under age ten is smaller than the number of seniors sixty - 
five years of age or older. This change in the age distribution is largely a 
result of the loss of young adults who left the state during the last decade, 
mainly for employment reasons. .As a result, the birth rates have fallen 
sharply since the early 1980's. This trend has serious consequences for school 
enrollments. Currently, twenty-six percent of the public school districts in the 
state have an average enrollment offorty'-eight students for grades K-12. 




• North Dakota's population grew modestly between 1990 (638.800) and 
1996 (643.539). 



• The proportion of youth in North Dakota (ages 10 and younger) is smaller 
than the proportion of elderly (ages 65 and older). 

• The annual number of births in North Dakota declined by 34% between 
1982 and 1996. a drop of over 4.300 births. 

• More than one in four school districts in North Dakota have fewer than 100 
students in the entire K-12 district. The average number of students in these 
62 small districts is 48. fewer than 4 students per grade. 
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• Since 1 960 -- the end of the Baby Boom era -- children have been 
decreasing as a proportion of the total United States’ population. 

• Current projections estimate that by 2000 and through 2020. children will 
comprise about twenty-four percent of the total national population, down 
from a peak of thirty-six percent in I 960. 

• As birth rates have decreased across the United States over the past two 
decades, they have literally plummeted in 279 counties in America's 
heartland over the past ten years. Wyoming, Montana, most of North 
and South Dakota, three-fourths of Nebraska and over half of Kansas 
have experienced barely one percent of our nation's births. 

• Asa whole, these 279 counties are situated in underpopulated Great Plains 
states, with an average of only six people per square mile according to the 

' 1990 Census. 

• • Dwindling birth rates combined with the "rural flight" away from the 

Midwest - which began in the 1930's and continues today -- point to 
profound changes within a generation for the six state region. 

• Children are the key to holding society together because without them, 
any community is just one generation from extinction. Any kind of 
economic development relies on a number of children sufficient to fill 
the next generation.

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Characteristics for creating strong 

families: 

1. Appreciation: The members 
regard each other warmly, 
positively, and give support to each 
other as individuals.

6. Ability to Deal with Crises in a 
Positive Manner: Successful 
families rally together to meet life’s 
painful challenges and may emerge 
stronger from them.

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The proportion of married couple families in North Dakota has steadily 
decreased from 92. 1 percent in 1970 to 83.9 percent in 1990. In 1990. over 
half of the state's married couple families had children under age eighteen, 
as did nearly sixty- percent of single parent families. The proportion of 
traditional (married couple) families is decreasing because of rising divorce 
rates and out-of-wedlock births, in addition to young adults delaying mar- 
riage for educational or career opportunities, and the growing number of 
senior citizens who live alone. 

North Dakota mothers in the labor force outpace national averages. Nearly 
eighty percent of North Dakota women with children between the ages of six 
and seventeen, and almost seventy percent of women with children under age 
six are in the labor force. 

Children living in foster care arrangements during fiscal year 1996 increased 
by about nvo percent over the previous year's figures, representing about one 
percent of children under age nineteen. 




• In 1990. over half of North Dakota's married couple families had children 
under age 18. as did nearly 60% of single parent families. 

• Nearly 80% of North Dakota women that have children between the ages of 
6 and 1 7. and almost 70% of women with children under age 6 are in the 
labor force. 

• The percent of married couple families in North Dakota has decreased from 
92.1% in 1970 to 83.9% in 1990. 

• In North Dakota counties with the highest percentages of children living in 
single parent families, the rates reported are more than double the state rate 
of 14.2.%-. 

• Children livins in foster care arrangements increased by 2% between FY‘ 
1995 and FY 1996.

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• Nationally, the percentage of children living in two-parent families has been 
decreasing over the past two decades: from eightv-five percent in 1 970 to 
sixty-eight percent in 1996. Between 1985 and 1995. the number of North 
Dakota children living in families headed by a single parent increased thirty- 
eight percent. 

• According to 1 995 statistics, eighty-three percent of North Dakota children 
under the age of six live with working parents. This rate is the highest in 
the nation. Well above the national average of sixty-three percent, these 
findings underscore the need for reliable and affordable child care in 
North Dakota.

• Across the United States, it is estimated that some 34.5 million mothers of 
• children underage thirteen are working outside the home, while only 13.7 

million children are enrolled in licensed child care settings. This evidence 
suggests that a large number of children are either in unlicensed care or not 
receiving care, raising concern about their well-being. 

• At the end of 1 995. there were an estimated 482.480 U.S. children in out-of- 
home family care - including family foster care, kinship care, or residential 
care. This total represents over a seventy-two percent increase in the last 
decade. 

• The number of children entering the foster care system in the United States 
is projected to increase by almost twenty-six percent by the year 200 1 . 
There has never been a more urgent need to prevent family breakdowns 
that ultimately lead children to out-of-home placement.

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The economic strains that many families are facing place main children at 
risk. New estimates of family income suggest that the poorest twenty percent 
of North Dakota families with children had annual earnings under $12,500 in 
1996. [This is below the federal poverty threshold for a family of three. The 
income gains that these families made during the past decade arc modest at 
best. For example, it is estimated that the income gain among the poorest 
twenty percent of North Dakota families was less than $800 between the 
mid-1980's and mid-1990's. 

The gap between the richest families and the poorest families in North Dakota 
shrank between the mid- 1980's and mid- 1990's, one of only two states to 
make that claim. In addition, average wages per job gained over seventeen 
percent in North Dakota between 1991 and 1996. This was three percentage 
points above inflation, thus the buying power of families increased during that 
time period. However, average North Dakota wages lag twenty-six percent 
below the national average. 

The trend line for Aid to Families with Dependent Children (AFDC), which is 
now referred to as Temporary Assistance for Needy Families ( TANF ). shows a 
gradual decline in both the total number of clients and the proportion of 
children underage twenty-one who are eligible to receive aid. Between fiscal 
years 1994 and 1996. there has been a twenty percent decrease in the number 
of children receiving AFDC. In addition, the number of children receiving 
Food Stamps decreased by eleven percent between fiscal years 1994 
and 1996.

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• There is grow ing concern that while work appears to be the logical remedy 
to poverty prevention, work at low wages is ineffective when it comes to 
lifting families out of poverty. The U.S. Census Bureau reports that the 
families of 9.5 million working Americans lived in poverty during 1996. 

• Growing inequality of earnings among workers and stagnating real earnings 
have increased poverty in the United States. More children are poor than 
adults, and studies suggest that poverty during early childhood may have a 
larger impact on children than poverty during adolescence. 

• By offsetting taxes and providing wage supplements, recent research finds 
that the Federal Earned Income Tax Credit ( EITC) has helped keep single 
mothers in the labor force over the past twelve years, and has moderated 

i widening income gaps between the wealthy and the working poor. Based on 

1 these positive results, many states are extending similar state tax credits to 
• low-income families. 

• While child support is designed to bolster the economic security of eligible 
children, collection of these funds is difficult at best. Of the 37.357 total 
cases in the North Dakota child support enforcement system. 75% received 
no payments during 1 995. compared to a national average of 80.6%. Of the 
7.587 Aid for Families with Dependent Children ( AFDC) child support 
cases activ e in North Dakota during 1995. 83.5% received no payments, 
compared to 87.6% of national AFDC cases. 

• Welfare caseload declines resulting from new- policies may tempt states to 
cut down on their own spending for needy families. However, the 
Congressional Budget Office predicts that states will have to invest 
significant new resources into w ork programs, job training, education, and 
child care in order to help program participants comply with Temporary 
Assistance for Needy Families (TANF) work requirements.

The new child health Utw ( CHIP ) gives 
states 5 4 billion a year with great 
flexibility' to design health programs that 
meet children's needs. The Children's 
Defense Fund o ffers the following advice 
to states, currently formulating CHIP 
plans: 

• Use the existing Medicaid program, 
which was developed for children 
rather than create a largely duplicative 
new program that may not meet 
children’s needs. 

• Cover as many uninsured children as 
possible. At a minimum, states 
should cover children with family 
incorfies up to ZOO percent of the 
federal poverty level (S26.600 for a 
family, of three) because their parents 
cannot afford private insurance that 
covers, the entire family, 

• Don’t use the fear of employers 
dropping coverage as an excuse not to 
help children. Studies show 
companies cut dependent benefits to 
save labor costs, regardless of whether 
the state does a lot or a little for 
uninsured children. 

• Slates using separate state programs 
instead of Medicaid should take the 
following steps: 

1. Simplify Medicaid eligibility. No 
family should have some children 
in Medicaid and others in a 
separate program, based on the 
children's age. To reach this 
common-sense goal. Medicaid 
must bo simplified so a single 
eligibility standard applies to all 
children, regardless of their age. 

2. Don't require low- wage, working 
parents to pay more than they can 
afford. For some families, even a 
small payment for health insurance 
comes directly out of the family 
budget for ocher essentials, such as 
food or utilities. 

3. Provide comprehensive benefits 
for children. Cover preventive 
care, including immunizations and 
well-child care through age IS. 
Cover services that children need. 

4. Use a single, family- friendly 
application process for both 
Medicaid and the separate state 
program, without excessive red 
tape.

The proportion of low weight births in North Dakota has increased nearly ten 
percent since 1983. The state's infant and youth mortality rates have im- 
proved dramatically over the past three years. Infant deaths (those under age 
one) have dropped to slightly more than .5 percent of all births. Similarly, 
death's to children ages one to nineteen have declined to just over one percent 
of all deaths. 

The number of children eligible to receive free or reduced-price hot lunches 
in North Dakota has increased steadily over time. More than one in four 
children live in families meeting free and reduced-price lunch eligibility 
criteria. Additionally, in over half the state’s fifty-three counties, one out of 
every three children are receiving a free or reduced-price lunch. 

The number of children eligible for Medicaid only has increased 6.5 percent, 
from 17.550 in 1994 to 18.685 in 1997. Over the past three years, the 
number of women receiving inadequate prenatal care has fluctuated, affecting 
an average of four percent of the births for the time period. In five counties, 
the proportion of live births to mothers receiving inadequate care was 
consistently two to seven times greater than the state averages over the three- 
year period. 




• More than 1 in 4 North Dakota children were eligible for free or reduced- 
price lunch during the 1996-97 school year. 



• The number of infant deaths in North Dakota has decreased 29%. from 62 
deaths in 1994 to 44 deaths in 1996. 

• The number of women receiving inadequate prenatal care increased 3% 
between 1994 and 1995. but decreased by 1 1% between 1995 and 1996. 

• The number of children eligible for Medicaid onlv has increased markedly, 
from 17.550 in 1994 to 18.685 in 1997. 

• Low weight births decreased 3.4% between 1 994 and 1 995. but increased 
6.7% between 1995 and 1996. 
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• In 19%. some 10.6 million children ( 14.8 percent) across the United States 
lacked health insurance, including 15.000 children in North Dakota. These 
children had neither private nor public health coverage, and generally lived 
in low-income working families. A higher proportion of their parents 
worked lor small business employers with only about half of employers 
offering health care benefits. 

• The State Children’s Health Insurance Program (CHIP) has recently been 
created by national legislation to provide health insurance coverage for 
children whose families earn too much for traditional Medicaid, yet not 
enough to afford private health insurance. Although funding for this 
program is available to cover children during 1998. North Dakota has 
chosen to submit a plan after the 1 999 legislative session.

• With the creation of the State Children’s Health Insurance Program (Title 
XXI of the Social Security Act), states have an unprecedented opportunity 
to support the healthy growth and development of the majority of uninsured 
children. 

• A coalition of children’s health care experts across North Dakota has 
offered guidance to state officials as they craft North Dakota’s CHIP plan: 

1 ) ensure easy access with a simplified application process: 2) tailor 
comprehensive coverage to children's and adolescent's unique health needs: 
3 ) cover as many children as guidelines allow - i.e.. up to 200% of the 
federal poverty level: 4) extend eligibility periods beyond six months to 
ensure continuous coverage: and 5 ) address children's needs for dental, 
vision, mental health, and substance abuse treatment and health services, 
and resources tailored to special needs children. 

• Immunization rates for children across the United States have dramatically 
improved over the past five years, from fifty-five percent in 1992 to 
seventy-eight percent in 1996. Eighty-one percent of North Dakota 
children were fully immunized during 1996. with no significant change 
from preceding years.

When children receive warm, 
responsive care, they are more likely 
to teel safe and secure with the adults 
who take care of them. 

2. Respond to the child's cues and clues. 
Recognize and respond to the sounds, 
movements, and expressions that your 
child makes. This will help you build 
secure attachments. 

3. Talk, sing, and read to your child. All 
of the$e jnteractions help your child's 
brain-make the connections it needs 
for growth and later learning. 

4. Establish rituals and routines. Teach 
your child to know when it's time for 
bed by developing routines such as 
singing a song and pulling the curtains 
-- daily routines and rituals associated 
with pleasurable feelings are 
reassuring for children. 

5. Encourage safe exploration and play. 

As infants grow, they begin to explore 
the world beyond their caregivers. 
Parents should encourage this 
exploration. While many of us think 
of learning as simply acquiring facts, 
children actually learn through 
playing. 

6. Make television watching selective. 
Watch television with your child, and 
talk about what you are viewing. 

Don’t use TV as a baby-sitter. 

7. Use discipline as an opportunity to 
teach. In addition to consistent and 
loving adult supervision, teach your 
child limits. Never hit or shake a 
child. 

8. Recognize that each child is unique. 
Children grow at different rates. Their 
ideas and feelings about themselves 

re tied, in large measure, parents’ and 
caregivers' attitudes towards them. 

9. Choose quality child care and stay 
involved. Frequently visit your child 
care provider and seek someone who 
responds warmly and responsively to 
your baby's needs.

One of even three children eligible for Head Start in North Dakota does not 
ixinicipate in the program. The lowest enrollment for any county' is 33.3 
peivent. and the highest is one handled percent in four counties. In eleven 
counties, less than half of eligible children are enrolled. 



Fall special education enrollment for 1996 increased by three percent fivm the 
previous year. Currently, slightly more than one out of every ten public school 
children are enrolled in a special education program. The most common 
seirices provided are for speech impairments ( thirty-three peivent) and specific 
learning disabilities (forty-three peivent). Of note is the fact that fivm 1994 to 
1 996 the proportion of children identified as seriously emotionally disturbed 
increased by one-half of a peivent each year, growing fivm five peivent of the 
total special education enrollment in 1994 to six percent in 1996. Although this 
figure may seem small, it does constitute about a twelve peivent increase per 
year in the number of children identified as seriously emotionally disturbed, 
and a twenty-six peivent increase fivm 1994 to 1996. 



The dropout rate among high school students in North Dakota remains low. 
Fewer than three peivent of students enivlled in grades nine through twelve 
stopped attending school dining the 1996-1997 academic year. However, the 
proportion of students leasing school has incivased more than ten peivent since 
the 1994-1995 academic year. 



The state average ACT scoiv (21.4) for the 1996-1997 academic year improved 
slightly fivm the previous academic year's average score (2 1.2 ). Average ACT 
scores van substantially fivm county- to county ; ranging from 16.2 to 22.8. 



Average daily membership of public schools has remained constant in North 
Dakota. Membership during the 1996-97 academic year was 120,537.87, up 
slightly fivm the 1994-1995 academic year membership of 120,439. 75. How- 
ever, average expenditures per pupil have dropped twelve peivent, fivm 
54,378.41 in 1994-1995 to S3.851. 77 in 1996-1997. 




• One of every three children eligible for Head Start in North Dakota does not 
participate in the program. 

• Slightly more than 1 out of every 10 public school children is enrolled in a 
special education program. 

• From 1994 to 1996. there has been about a 12% increase per year in the 
number of children identified as seriously emotionally disturbed, a 26% 
percent increase from 1994 to 1996. 

• The proportion of high school dropouts has increased more than 10% since 
the 1994-1995 academic year.

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• Researchers have documented dial a child's brain is shaped in major ways 
durinc ihe first three to live years of life. Through interaction with his or her 
environment, a child makes connections that create the capacity for leaminii in 
successive stages of development. The quality of each child's earliest carets 
critical to later educational success. 

• Early learning experiences are uniquely important and perhaps even mote 
important than the same experience later in life. High quality early education 
programs prevent severe academic problems in elementary and high school, 
including less class failure, less retention in grade, less use of remedial and 
special education services, and lower dropout rates. 

• A recent national study of parents with young children conducted by the 
Commonwealth Fund finds that only thirty-nine percent of American parents 
read or look at a picture book with their infants at least once a day. and sixteen 
percent of parents do not read to their children at all. Fewer than half (forty- 
eight percent) of surveyed parents with children age one to three read to or show 
a picture book to their toddlers at least once a day." 

• School transition (to middle or junior high school) is a critical issue durinsi early 
adolescence. How well the schixvl environment fits the needs of vouncsters 
during this dill icult stage is influential in shaping their educational outcomes. 
Higher teacher efficacy, greater opportunity for students to participate in school 
and classroom decisions, and better relationships between students and teachers 
are attributes of the most effective learning environments for young adolescents. 

\V hile many schools have made progress in increasing student access to 
technology, some groups are at risk of being left behind including children in 
rural areas, disabled children, and low-income children. Girls mav be left 
behind lor lack of computer software and games tailored to their interests. 

Schools w ith low dropout rates share common factors: relatively small size: 
extensive one-on-one work with students: teaching methods that draw students 
into the learning process: and teachers, staff, and parents who are personally 
involved with helping students learn.

In 1997, 3.4 percent of North Dakotas child population was reportedly 
impacted by domestic violence. These statistics only reflect voluntary reports 
made to the North Dakota Council on Abused Womens Services, and are 
considered conservative estimates. There is considerable variation among 
counties in the proportion of children impacted by domestic violence. For 
example, fifteen percent of the child populations in two counties were im- 
pacted by domestic violence, a rate four times greater than the state average. 

A recent amendment to the child abuse and neglect law has shifted North 
Dakota's reporting procedure from an incident to a service-based system. In 
calendar year 1996, 4,352 child abuse and neglect reports were made. For 
73.3 percent of these cases, services were either required ( 12.3 percent) or 
recommended (61 percent). The remaining reports were dismissed. On 
average, from fiscal year 1993 to fiscal year 1995, about two percent of North 
Dakota's child population were reportedly victims of abuse and neglect. The 
proportion of victims in three North Dakota regions during that time frame 
was consistently below the state average. Statistics for Native American 
children living on resemations are not contained in these data . as they are not 
reported to Child Protection Sendees. Therefore, these figures do not paint a 
complete picture of the number of potential victims of child abuse and neglect 
in North Dakota. 



The number of Licensed child care providers in 1998 increased by nvo 
percent over the previous year, while the Standard Compliance Certification/ 
In-Home providers decreased by nearly two percent. Licensed providers 
have the capacity to serve about one fourth of the child population under age 
fourteen, and Standard Compliance Certification/In-Home providers can 
serve 5.5 percent of the child population. Nine counties have the capacity to 
sewe only ten percent or less of their child population. Overall , more than 
two-thirds of North Dakota's child population who are age-eligible for child 
care sendees are being cared for in alternative child care arrangements that 
are not regulated by the state, or they are in need of child care sendees.

• Fifteen percent of the child populations in 2 counties were impacted by 
domestic violence, a rate 4 times greater than the state average. 

• In calendar year 1 996, 4.352 child abuse and neglect reports were made. 

For 73.3% of these cases, services were either required (12.3%) or 
recommended (6 1 %). 

• Nine counties have the child care capacity to serve only 10% or less of their 
age-eligible child population. 

• More than two-thirds of North Dakota's child population who are age- 
eligible for child care services are being cared for in alternative child care 
arrangements that are not regulated by the state, or they are in need ot child 
care services. 
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• As technological advances have put more Americans in touch with 
computers, there is increased public concern about cyberspace threats to 
children - especially access to material that is obscene, violent, or 
otherwise inappropriate. There can also be threats to personal safety which 
pose real danger to children. Parents, educators, and legislators need to 
work together on solutions that can effectively protect children. 

• Recent studies of brain development reveal that the impact of parenting on 
emotional competence and stability start very early . Emotional lessons that 
result from abusive and violent behavior are often learned for life. A 
chaotic, brutal family environment can be the school for violent, deviant' 
behavior. 

• Child abuse and domestic violence are closely connected. It is estimated 
that nationally, two thousand children die in outbursts of family violence 
each year. One hundred and forty thousand children are injured physically 
and emotionally. In at least half of these cases there is evidence of both 
child abuse and domestic violence. 

• Approximately one million American children were found to be victims of 
maltreatment each year from 1992 through 1995. representing about one- 
third of the total child maltreatment reports during that time period. 

• Researchers' definitions of quality child care tend to match what parents 
value and desire for their children. The primary component of quality is the 
relationship between the child and the caregiver. In addition, parents want a 
provider who cares about their child, gives their child attention, ensures the 
child's safety, and communicates with the parents about the child's 
development. 

• It is estimated that some eighty-three percent of North Dakota children 
under the age of six were living with working parents during 1 995. This is 
the highest percentage of working parents witn young children in the United 
States, and can be attributed to the lower wage scale in Nonh Dakota: the 
decreasing stability of farm income: and an increase in parents entering the 
labor market due to welfare reform requirements.

1. Be dear about your own sexual values 
and attitudes. Communicating with 
your children about sex, love, and 
relationships is often more successful 
when you are certain in your own mind 
about these issues. 

2. Talk with your children early and often 
about sex. and be specific. Kids have 
lots of questions about sex. and they 
often say that the source they'd most 
like to go to for answers is their 
parents. Start the conversation, and 
"make sure that it is honest, open, and 

respccjtul. 

3. Supervise and monitor your children 
and adolescents. Establish rules, 
curfews, and *tandards of expected 
behavior, preferably through an open 
process of family discussion and 
respectful communication. 

4. Know your children's friends and their 
families. Friends have a strong 
influence on each other, so he ip your 
children and teenagers become friends 
with kids whose families share your 
values. 

5. Discourage early, frequent, and steady 
dating. Group activities among young 
people are fine and often fun. but 
allowing teens to begin Meady. one-on- 
one dating much before age lb can lead 
to trouble. 

6. Take a strong stand against your 
daughter dating a boy significantly 
older than she is. And don t allow your 
son to develop an intense relationship 

w ith a girl much younger than he is. 

7. Help your teenagers to have options for 
the future that are more attractive than 
early pregnancy and parenthood. 

8. Let your kids know that you value 
education highly. Encourage your 

• children to take school seriously and set 
high expectations about their school 
performance. School failure is often 
the first sign of trouble that can end in 
teenage parenthood. 

9. Know what your kids are watching, 
reading, and listening to. If certain 
programs or movies offend you. say so. 
and explain why. Be 'media literate'* — 
think about what you and your family 
are watching and reading. Encourage 
your kids to think critically: ask them 
what they think about the programs 
they watch and the music they listen to.

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Juvenile court referrals climbed twenty-two percent in 1 996. from S.070 
referrals in 1995 to 9,857 referrals in 1996. Despite this relatively large 
increase in referrals, the number of juveniles referred to court actually 
increased by roughly four percent during this time frame. This means that 
twenty-six percent, or one-fourth, of the referrals made were for juvenile 
recidivists - juveniles who have come into contact with the juvenile court 
system on more than one occasion during the year. However, since 1993. 
there luis been about a thirty percent increase in the number of juveniles 
referred to juvenile court. 

Seventeen percent of the 1996 juvenile arrests in the state were attributed to 
liquor law violations. Seven counties reported proportions three to jive times 
greater than the state average, ranging from 54.5 percent to 87.5 percent of 
all juvenile arrests made in these counties for the year. Regionally, substan- 
tial differences exist with regard to the proportion of arrests made for liquor 
law violations. For instance, in one region, liquor law violations accounted 
for only four percent of the arrests, while in another region, thirty-four 
percent of the arrests were attributed to this offense. 

Although it is slight, the proportion of teen (ages 12-19) out-of-wedlock births 
to all live births has maintained its gradual, but steady, increase over tlic past 
couple of years. From 1994 to 1996. there has been a three and a half 
percent increase in the number of births to teens. In each of the three years 
between 1994 and 1996. counties evidenced wide variability in the incidence 
of out-of-wedlock births to teens, from zero to three times greater than state 
averages. 
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• Juvenile court referrals climbed 227c in 1996. from 8.070 referrals in 1995 to 
9.857 referrals in 1996. 

• Twenty-six percent of juvenile court referrals were made to recidivists, juveniles 
who have come into contact with the juvenile court system on more than one 
occasion during the year. 

• Since 1993. there has been about a 307c increase in the number of juveniles 
referred to juvenile court. 

• Seventeen percent of the 1996 juvenile arrests in the state were attributed to 
liquor law violations. 

• In one region, liquor law violations accounted for only 47c of the juvenile arrests, 
while in another region. 347c of the arrests were attributed to this offense. 
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• A recent national survey of 1 3- 1 8 year old girls and boys finds that while 
intimacy appears to play an important role in teens' relationships, 
postponement of sexual activity is viewed positively by most teens. Almost 
halt ot the teens in the study have made a conscious decision to delay 
intercourse. 

• Juvenile offenders housed in adult jails are put at greater risk by beinc in 
close physical proximity to adult criminals. Recent studies have found that 
juvenile offenders are five times more likely to report being raped and 
sexually attacked than those in juvenile facilities: fifty percent more likely 
to be attacked with a weapon: and twice as likely to be beaten by prison 
staff. Most alarming are findings that children commit suicide eight times 
as often in adult jails than in juvenile detention facilities. 

• Findings from the National Longitudinal Study on Adolescent Health 
conclude that the most influential protective factors in the lives of youth are 
found in the social contexts of their schools and families. Caring from 
teachers with high expectations for student performance scored higher as 
protective factors in school than policies governing adolescent behaviors. 

In families, youth who feel warmth, love, and caring from parents are more 
likely to engage in healthy behaviors. 

• There is encouraging news from the Office of Juvenile Justice and 
Delinquency Prevention indicating that youth involvement in violent crime 
across America is on the decline after years of increases. In 1996. for the 
second year in a row. the national total of juvenile arrests for Violent Crime 
Index offenses — murder, forcible rape, robbery, and aggravated assault -- 
declined. 

• Prevention programs have been proven in several studies to reduce youth 
crime. Quality after-school programs tailored to the respective 
developmental/social/academic levels of school-age children are viewed as 
positive investments that are cost-effective in preventing juvenile crime. 
Through after-school programs, youth can learn new skills, meet new 
friends, and enrich the quality of their lives.

Child Abuse and Neglect Reports, 1996 
are the total number of official reports made 
to the North Dakota Department of Human 
Services on behalf of a child where there is 
the suspicion of child abuse or neglect, with 
subcategories representing newly-imple- 
mented service-based system designations. 
There is no percentage calculated for the 
main indicator, while the percentages for the 
subcategories represent the proportion of the 
total child abuse and neglect reports in 
respective geographic areas. It should be 
noted that the total reports listed under the 
main indicator include 353 cases recorded 
under the "old system" (determinations). 
Percentages calculated for the Services 
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Required and Services Recommended 
subcategories exclude those 353 cases. The 
North Dakota Century Code mandates 
certain persons (those who have contact with 
children as a part of their professional duties) 
to report incidents of suspected child abuse 
or neglect. An\ person may report. The 
Department of Human Services or its 
designated agent, a regional or county Child 
Protective Services social worker, will 
respond to the report by conducting an 
assessment of the family being reported. 

Thus process allows for the assessment of 
present safety to the child (ren) and the risk 
of future maltreatment, while simultaneously 
noting family strengths and needs. These 
strengths along with any necessary service 
interventions may lead to the amelioration of 
child maltreatment within a particular family. 
The Child Protective Services (CPS) social 
workers uses a Risk Assessment tool to help 
direct the intervention and assessment 
process. CPS teams convene to staff all 
cases and determine if 1 ) services are 
required or 2 ) no services are required. 
Services Required indicates a high level ot 
risk for the child t ren ). and/or the family 
needs are such that immediate service is 
required in order to lessen the safety risk. 

North Dakota Century Code requires a 
referral to Juvenile Court when a decision is 
made for Services Required, and a social 
worker (case manager) must be assigned to 
coordinate services. If no services are 
required, the team may indicate Services 
Recommended or No Services Recom- 
mended. Services Recommended indicates a 
low to intermediate risk level for the child 
( ren ) and the family has service needs, but 
court action will not be requested at the time 
of the decision. No Services Recommended 
indicates 1 ) no to low risk for the child ( ren ) 
and/or 2) the CPS team suggests a discussion 
with the family on the availability of services, 
which are unrelated to any specific risk 
factors; or 3) the family's service need is non- 
existent. (This subcategory is not included in 
the Fact Book.)

Licensed Child Care Providers. 1998 are 

individuals or facilities to whom the right. 
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authority, or permission has been granted by 
the North Dakota Department of Human 
Services to operate a family child care home, 
group child care facility, child care center or 
preschool educational facility. There is no 
percentage calculated for this indicator. A 
license is required if early childhood services 
are provided for four or more children ages 
24 months and under or six or more children 
at any one time. Family child care home 
means an occupied private residence in 
which early childhood services are provided 
for no more than seven children at any one 
time, except that the term includes a 
residence providing early childhood services 
to two additional school-aged children during 
the two hours immediately before and after 
the school day or all day (except weekends 
when school is not in session). Group child 
care home or group child care facility means 
a child care facility where early childhood 
services are provided for eight to eighteen 
children (inclusive) or a facility, other than an 
occupied private residence serving fewer 
than eight children. Child care center refers 
to an early childhood facility where early 
childhood services are provided to nineteen 
or more children. Preschool educational 
facility denotes a facility offering early 
childhood services and following a preschool 
curriculum and course of study designed 
primarily to enhance the educational 
development of the children enrolled in the 
facility. Children are served for no more than 
three hours per day.

Expand training 
initiatives for early childhood educa- 
tors. and ensure that no child is left 
unsupervised for lack of available 
resources. 
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• Focus community resources on 
prevention activities which have been 
shown to insulate youth from decision- 
making that could jeopardize their 
own well-being or the safety of their 
communities. 

Share your concern for children with 
others. Be a voice for children at your 
job: at the YMCA; in your faith commu- 
nity: among your neighbors: at your 
child's schools and everywhere you go. 
Keep informed about legislation involv- 
ing children, and when there are issues 
that you feel strongly about, contact your 
state and local legislators to voice your 
opinions. Children's policy-making 
should represent the best possible 
combination of local, regional, and state- 
level problem-solving.
